Comanche, Texas, J u ly 18.— Co­ 
manche has the largest corn crop 
in ln*r history this year, both as 
to yield and acreage. 
There is an 
increase of something like 20 per 
cent over last year, the acreage 
am ounting to about 50,000 accord­ 
ing to the best estimates. 
There 
would have been a better 
yield 
still if the season had not been late, 
throwing the crop back about two 
weeks an d allowing tin* hot winds 
of the last week or two to 
cut 
many crops short. 
Last y e a r ’s yield was twenty 
bushels to the acre or less. 
This 
y e a r it will he nearly twenty-live 
bushels to the acre. 
Under the 
demonstration method th»* 
yield 
will be something like forty bush­ 
els per acre. 
Corn culture has improved in 
Comanche county a great deal in 
the last two or three years. F a r m ­ 
ers have been looking to the se­ 
lection of seed and the p rep ara­ 
tion of the seed bed a great deal 
more than ever before. The varie­ 
ties mostly used are the white and 
yellow Dent, a h ardy and early 
m aturing variety. 
Many farmers 
are now planting peas or peanuts 
in alternate rows with their corn, 
with an idea of improving their 
land a n d at tlm same time increase 
the comparative yield 
of 
both 
crops. 
An early variety is very desir­ 
able in this county, as 
the 
hot 
winds are tin* greatest enemies ot 
the crop. 
The hot winds this sea­ 
son are doing some damage, arid a 
rain would do much good, but most 
of tin* crop is far enough along 
th a t no considerable damage will 


be done by either the dry weather 
or the winds. 
Comanche countv 
w ill have considerable corn to s**ll 
this year, as most of the farmers 
have enough other feed to supply 
their needs, and as corn 
is the 
most m arketable there will be con­ 
siderable exported. — Star-Tele- 
gram.
